The  service  Dessa  has  given  through 
the  years  has  been  to  God,  home  and 
country  working  through  her  church,  her 
Alma  Mater,  and  civic  and  cultural  or- 
ganizations. 

Her  late  husband,  Dr.  William  T.  Ash- 
er, who  died  in  1939,  practiced  medicine 
in  Atlanta  all  his  life.  She  has  three  chil- 
dren, Wm.  Thomas  Asher,  Jr.,  of  Greens- 
boro, N.  C.,  John  Alvin  Asher  of  At- 
lanta, and  Mrs.  Wm.  I.  Drewry  of  Bir- 
mingham, Ala.  She  has  four  granddaugh- 
ters whom  she  hopes  to  see  go  to  Wes- 
leyan. Her  sister,  Eleanor  (Hays)  Tom- 
lin of  Miami,  Fla.,  studied  music  at  Wes- 
leyan two  years  while  Dessa  was  a stu- 
dent. 

Dessa  is  a very  gifted  and  talented 
person  and  is  most  generous  in  using 
these  talents  for  Wesleyan,  however,  be- 
ing the  modest  person  she  is,  she  says 
of  herself,  “I  am  such  an  ordinary  per- 
son that  I am  afraid  you  will  have  a time 
trying  to  ‘glamorize*  me.’*  She  continues 
to  be  one  of  the  most  active  women  in 
the  Atlanta  Wesleyan  Alumnae  Club, 
serving  as  a member  of  the  Executive 
Roard  and  having  served  as  chairman  of 
Group  IT  and  as  an  officer  in  that  group 
for  many  years.  Every  age  group  in  the 
Atlanta  Club  leans  on  her  for  advice  and 
service. 

One  of  the  members  of  Group  II  de- 
scribed Dessa  in  these  words:  “She  meets 
life  with  a poise  and  calmness  that  stead- 
ies others.  No  happening  can  be 
sufficiently  exciting  to  shake  her  com- 
posure. She  cooperates  beautifully  in 
organizations  to  which  she  belongs  and 
she  considers  seriously  her  duties  and  ob- 
ligations.

Not  only  has  Dessa  been  active  in  the 
affairs  of  Wesleyan,  as  a former  pres- 
ident of  the  Alpha  Delta  Pi  Sorority, 
founded  at  Wesleyan  in  1851  as  the 
world’s  oldest  sorority,  and  as  parliamen- 
tarian at  the  Centennial  of  this  Sorority

served  her  church  and  various  other  or- 
ganizations in  an  outstanding  manner. 

In  the  Druid  Hills  Presbyterian  Church 
of  which  she  is  a member  she  has  been 
president  of  the  Women  of  the  Church 
and  president  of  the  Bible  Class  there. 
For  fifteen  years  she  has  been  chairman 
of  the  Mary  Perrien  Thompson  Scholar- 
ship Fund  for  education  of  ministers.  She 
is  a former  officer  in  the  Rabun-Gap  Na- 
coochee  Guild;  active  in  P.T.A.,  Red 
Cross,  and  Civil  Defense  in  World  War 
II:  a member  of  the  Uncle  Remus  Me- 
morial Association;  an  officer  in  the  At- 
lanta Chapter  United  Daughters  of  Con- 
federacy and  Joseph  Habersham  Chapter 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution; 
and  is  president  now  of  the  Atlanta 
Shakespeare  Club.
